DETAILED ACTION 
Terminal Disclaimer 

The Terminal Disclaimer dated 12/29/2004 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 20 - 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by WO 
94/18779 (Allen etal.). 

With respect to claims 20-31, it appears that Allen et al. teach the claimed 
subject matter. For example, Allen et al. teach a method for audio teleconferencing a 
plurality of phone calls by providing a speech bit (page 72, section 5.4), a conference 
mixer (summing, see Summary of the Invention), talk lists (Abstract. Page 72, line 7 - 
Page 78, line 13), bus (Abstract), DTMF (page 76), and DSPs (Abstract). In addition, 
note the Figs, and claims of Allen et al.).
